5 I, Cuarztes Fripertc Vasseror, of the firm Wells and Vasserot, of 45, 
Essex Street, Strand, London, Patent Agents, Mechanical Draughtsman, &c., 
do hereby declare the nature of the said Invention for “ A New Brverace,” a 
communication from Eugéne Marchand, of Fecamp, France, to be as follows ; 
and consists in preparing a beverage (which I call taff) of extract of juniper berry, 


10 gentian, cashoo, (which is the rough cashoo reduced to fine powder), molasses 
of sugar cane, & yeast of beer. The above ingredients are mixed with a 
quantity of water, and fermented previous to putting the same in casks 
or otherwise. 

The molasses is boiled on a slow fire until its weight is slightly reduced, and 

15 afterwards I dilute it carefully with the extracts of gentian, juniper berry, 
and cashoo, and when the temperature of the mixture is lowered to 25 degrees 
centigrade I introduce the yeast of beer, when the fermentation commences, 
and as soon as it is completed I place it in casks, or it may be put in bottles, 
so as to have it sparkling. I may, instead of using the molasses, employ moist 

20 sugar in powder of an equal weight; & for preparing the wort of the taf, it 
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suffices then to divide the extracts & the yeast of beer with the sugar matter 
by a trituration sufficiently prolonged. 

This beverage resembles cyder in its flavour,-& possesses the tonic and 
hygienic properties of beer. 
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
